1 . This correspondence is in response to AMENDMENTS and REMARKS filed on 01/27/2009. 

2. Claims 1-14 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of the pending claims over prior arts of record 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1-14 have been withdrawn. 

4. Claims 1 and 8 were provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention 
as that of claim 1 of US Pat. No. 7,080,251 . Applicant responded by filing a Terminal Disclaimer. The 
Terminal Disclaimer filed on 01/27/2009 is accepted and approved by the office; and therefore, the 
provisional double patenting rejection is withdrawn.
